1946, by Circuit Judge E. K. Ed- 
wards of the Polk county circuit 
court after efforts of his attorneys 
to prove insanity failed. 
The slale conlended that Chit- 


wood who was accompanied by 17- 
year old E. J. Minor of Shawnee, 
Okla., shol Morris when he 
re- 


fused lo open a rear door of his 
establishment as he worked late 
at night. 
The 
shot 
was 
fired 


through the glass. 


Minor, now serving a life sen- 


tence as an accomplice in 
the 


crime, testified in court that Chit- 
wood fired the death shot and then 
fired additional shots into the door 
lock and the lock of the cash regis- 
ter inside the building. 


The two young desperadoes fled 
the scene of Iheir crime in 
the 


murdered man's car and used Jour 
autos and a truck before wrecking 
a final vehicle in their flight from 
officers.
